Ho is a very superior man, and I 
am sure, will give great assistance to tho 
if deaf-mute education in Maine. 

The teachers and advocates of Prof. 
Bell's system are so enthusiastic as to 
believe it will ultimately supersede all 
others. This is a mooted question which 
time alone will solve. Meanwhile it 
does seem tho best adapted to the semi- 
mutes, and I do not see how any one of 
this class, blessed with good eyo sight, 
can wish to bo instructed in any other 
way. The practice of articulation and 
iding comes quite as natural to 
most semi mutes as do signs and grimaces 
to the congenital deaf-mutes. In proof 
of this we occaaionally hear of semi 
mutes self-instructed In lip reading, who 
have never been to any institution, who 
li\e, move and have their being among 
the hearing classes, and for ail Intents 
ami purposes are equal with them.
